REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited glazing assembly. 
Specifically, Giron (WO 2002/006889) in view of Barth (U.S. 6,294,233) does not disclose both 
positioning a solar layer on the outer face of the first substrate and also positioning a polymer 
film between an active system and the inner substrate to retain fragments of the glazing assembly 
if it breaks, as in claim 1. In general, the prior art does not disclose or make obvious this 
limitation in conjunction with the other limitations of the claims and therefore claims 1-18, 21 
and 22 are allowable.
